The feature of the evening came 
when Hamilton Douglas, head of the 
Atlanta Law school, and an important 
witness for the city, took the stand. 
Mr. Douglas proceeded with a resume 
of the causes that led up to a tilt with 
the then chief of pcelice, Beavers, in a 
clothing store on Whitehall street. Mr. 
Douglas indicted the police administra- 
tion for allowing inmates of the red 
light district who had been ordered 
to move by the police chief to take 
residence along Ivy and Cain streets. 

When testimeny in support of the 
charges of incompetency weTe read 
by Attorney Samuel D. Hewlett, coun- 
gel for the city, from the record of 
former trials, Attorney James L. Key 
offered an objection stating that those 
charges were immaterial and irrele- 
vant. since Beavers had been acquit- 
ted upon them at the first trial in 
1915.

London, October 30.—The British 
troops in Flanders carried out suc- 
cessful operations today, according to 
Field Marshal Haig’s report tonight. 
'The Canadian troops Zained all their 
|'objectives on the Passchendaele ridge 
beat off five hostile counter at- 
tacks. 

The statement reads: 

“Successful operations with limited 
objectives were carried out by us ear- 
ly this morning against German posi- 
tions between the Ypres-Roulers rail- 
way and the Poelcapelle-Westrossebeke 
road. In spite of the marshy nature 
of the ground on the greater part of 
the front attacked and notwithstanding 
heavy rain and gales which made com- 
munication with our troops extremely 
difficult, important progress has been 
made. 

‘On the right of the attack, In spite 
of fierce opposition, the anadian 
troops gained all their objectives on 
the main ridge and have reached the 
outskirts of Passchendaele. The fight- 
ing was most severe on the west of 
the village where five hostile counter 
attacks were beaten off by our troops. 
Captured German machine guns were 
used effectively in repulsing these at- 
tacks. 4 

“On the left of our attack, where the 
ground is low-lying and intersected by 
flooded streams, the going was par- 
ticularly bad. Nevertheless, naval and 
London territorial battalions captured 
a number of farms and strong points 
after heavy ffehting. 

"Gloucester troops successfully raid- 
ed@ the enemy’s trenches last night 
southeast of Gavrelle. Another success- 
'ful raid in which 19 prisoners were 
‘taken was carried out by the Belgian

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ARMY TRUCK TEST 
COMPLETE SUCCESS 


Economy in Time and in 
Money Demonstrated by 
Run Between Atlanta and 
Fort Oglethorpe. 


BY LOFTUS JONES, 
Special Staff Correspondent. 

Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., October 30.— 
(Special.)—The official army trick 
test which was run from the army sup- 
ply depot in Atlanta to Fort Oglethorpe 
today was a complete success in dem- 
onstrating the economy in time and 
money to be accomplished by the use 
of motor trucks and indicates that two 
fleets of 36 trucks each could handle 
the army supplies between Atlanta and 
this post with ease. 

The foregoing was the verdict of 
O. M. Momus, representing 
Major O, L. Bump, camp quartermaster, 
when the truck train arrived here this 
afternoon. 

The purpose of the run, which was 
made under the observation and direc+ 
tion of army transportation experts, 
was to ascertain whether transporta- 
tion by truck represented an economic 


advantage over ger neon ation of sup- 


plies by rail. No compilation of sta- 
tistics is yet Available, but the offi- 
cials in charge of the run are greatly 
anne with the results obtained, and 
el certain that a concrete showing of 
considerable economy will be shown 


Trucks Leave Atlanta. 


The train of six trucks, two Indians, 
two Superiors and two United States 
trucks, left Atlanta early Tuesday 
morning, loaded with supplies for Fort 
Oglethorpe from the army supply de- 
pot at Atlanta. The train arrived here 
Tuesday afternoon at 5:30 o’clock, the 
time made being considered as a splen- 
did record. The time record is all the 
more remarkable, in view of the fact 
that tne Dixie highway, over which 
the test run was made, is for most of 
the distance not a permanently im- 
proved road and was subjected Monday 
to rather heavy rains. If the highway 
were made a permanent highway, the 
advantages of truck transportation 
would be enhanced to an untold degree. 

The information obtained on this run 
will be submitted to the fedbtral ‘gov- 
ernment to show what results could be 
obtained if the road were permanently 
improved. 

Over Dixie Highway. 

Three of the trucks in the train went 
over the western division of the Dixie 
highway,’via Rome, and the other three 
went over the eastern division, via Dal-

ton. At both places the train and its 
large escort of army officers and inter- 
ested civilians were entertained, as well 
as at a number of smaller cities along 
the route, 

The Reo baggage truck came through 
all right, as did also the White army 
passenger truck. The Dixie Flyer press 
car arrived at the pest with the first 
army truck. 

The run was held under the auspices 
ofthe Déxie Highway association, the 
Georgia State Automobile association 
and the Chattanooga Automobile club. 
Officials of these organizations are de- 
lighted with the success of the demon- 
stration.

$135,000 of federal aid road money is avail- 
able to the state highway commission for ap- 
plication to the roads already approved. 

This fund is ready, and it will be fol- 
lowed by the second year’s allotment as soon 
as the federal department of agriculture ap 
proves plans yet to be prepared for its ap 
plication to the roads of Georgia by the 
state highway commission. The same is 
true of the third year’s allotment, which has 
been made, and should be ready for expendi- 
ture next year. 

It is to be hoped that the highway de- 
partment will conclude as soon as possible 
the plans and specifications for the use of 
the second and third installments of federal! 
aid money, so that there will be no such de- 
lay in procuring approval of plans as there 
was in the case of the first. 

The plans for the expenditure of the ini- 
tial $135,000, which were recommended to 
this federal highway commission nearly a 
year ago, have been approved in substan- 
tially the same form as they were when 
originally submitted. 

Now, all that remains to be done before 
actual work upon the highways can begin is 
the rounding out of the details of the sev- 
eral projects under consideration, and for 
the completed plans to be submitted for 
approval by the various counties affected. 

This work should be completed without a 
day’s unnecessary delay, and the plans sub- 
mitted to the several county boards as early 
as possible. 

It is necessary that this be done early in 
order that there will be no delay in begin- 
ning actual construction work, 

The counties should lose no time in meet- 
ing their respective ends of the obligation. 
And if there are any which demur to the 
plans as they will be submitted by the high- 
way department they should make their de 
cision known without loss of, time, because 
there are other counties not within the pur- 
view of the plans for the first year’s work 
that will gladly take the place of any dissat- 
isfied county. | 

The counties which are included in the 
first year’s plans should consider themselves 
extremely fortunate, but if there are any 
which do not appreciate their opportunities 
they must not be permitted to delay the 
game and keep longer tied up the money 
that is so urgently needed for the improve- 
ment of the highways of the state. 


APPLE DAY. 


Tomorrow will be generally observed 
throughout the country as National Apple 
Day—a day of rare significance in communi- 
ties where apple culture is prominent as an 
industry. 

For a number of years the third Tuesday 
of October has been designated as Apple 
Day, but for the first time it will this year 
and hereafter be observed on the first Thurs- 
day of November—and it so happens that 
this year the first Thursday is also the first 
day of November. 

. Writing in The New York Packer, James 
Handley, Quincy, Ill, founder of National 
Apple Day, in explaining the reasons prompt- 
ing the change in date and day, says: 

The week day was changed from 

Tuesday to Thursday because the first 

Tuesday in November is the date for gen- 

eral elections all over the United States.

It would be difficult to say too much in 
praise of the apple as a food product, and it 
has only begun to come into its merited 
place in popular esteem. No fruit comes 
nearer embodying all of the basic elements 
necessary to sustain human life, and within’ 


the apple the ingredients are so blended and | 


so proportioned as to render it really a deli- 
cacy and at once a most substantial food. 

Until a few years ago it was not gener 
ally known that the Piedmont section of 
Georgia is peculiarly adapted to apple cul- 
ture; but that it is, and the extent to which 
the growing of apples has advanced as an 
industry in north Georgia, especially in 
Habersham county, is presented by Mr. Beck 
in his communication. 

The industry should be encouraged as 
much as possible by the people of this state, 
and the thoughtful observance of National 
Apple Day each year will go far in that di- 
rection. 

The custom in older applegrowing dis- 
tricts is to observe “Apple Day” by an un- 
usually heavy consumption of the fruit upon 
that day. Cafes and hotels are supposed to 
feature the apple and apple dishes on their 
menu cards, and the same applies to the 
dining rooms of the homes. And the stand- 
ing slogan for “Apple Day” is, “Everybody 
Eat an Apple,” which naturally leads to an 
appreciation of the truth in the time-honored 


maxim: 
“An apple a day keeps the doctor away.”

THE PRESS AND THE LOAN. 


St. Elmo Massengale, chairman, and H. 
W. Laird, one of his co-workers on the Lib- 
erty Loan publicity committee, in commu- 
nications appearing in another column of 
this page, express their appreciation of the 
work done by The Constitution for the Lib- 
erty Bond campaign.

Our friend the boche has one good habit.

In order to rest your arms you must lie 
down on the floor on your back. Let the 
palms lie down too; the flexors and prona- 
tors of the forearm are naturally stronger 
than the extensors and supinators; hence 
pein down will relax the arm muscles more 
han palms up. Take a deep breath and then 
let go. Don't force out the air; just let it 
rush out automatically as you let go. Dead! 

t no muscle dare to hold against the re- 
laxation. Let the face relax at the same 
time. Nerve centers for the control of 
muscles of expression are intimately related 
in the brain with nerve centers for the con- 
trol of the muscles of the hands and arms. 
Let your mind focus itself upon the muscles 
all the way down to the fingers relaxing 
every one. 

People subject to insomnia know full well 
how difficult it is to relax completely. They 
will strive to relax, strive for an hour or two 
sometimes without success; finally eleep 
comes, and then they discover that they have 
not been relaxed at all, or only incompletely 
relaxed; for just as the borderland between 
wakefulness and sleep ts reached the body 
is felt to relax most agreeably.

Dig you ever get up om ome of your At- 


lanta hills and look around you? Everything 
that the great Creator has placed within the 
reach of hand or eye has some point of 
beauty. It is a beautiful world. Even the 
rat is no exception. He has a very comely 
coat, and he has a beautiful eye—brilliant as 
a black diamond—beautiful when viewed 
singly. If you look at both you see the 
devilin him, They a7e set too close together 
and he don’t blink. A snake can’t blink. A 
rat can, but he den't. He is ever looking for 
a chance for doing some cussedness,. Yes, if 
chicken snakes would get busy killing rats I] 
would vote for them to live—although I 
know of many villainous things they do. 
When a virtue more than balances a vice we 
ought at least to give the virtue due con- 
sideration. 

We have in Florida am Audubon society. 
They induced the Florida legislature to make 
a law to protect the lives and property of 
egrets, spoonbills, cranes, etc. The members 
of this society did not know, or if thdy did 
they did not mention it, that egrets, spoon- 
bills, cranes, etc., lived almost entirely on 
tadpoles, frogs, and possibly a few little fish 
and snakes. Tadpoles and frogs are fond of 
wrigglers—devour stacks of them, and hence 
reduce the villainous anspholes stygomiag, 
gallinippers—all the mosquito family, which 
sometimes are a little disquieting in the great 
state of Florida. The law is a good one. 
These cranes are exceedingly beautiful birdg, 
and beauty should count more than the harm 
they do. Let the population stand for a few 
bites, if there is no danger of yellow fever 
or malaria about. I have seen these birds 
sitting—-no, standing—most often on one 
leg—around a little lake or pond; thousands 
of them “watchfully Waiting” for the little 
tadpole. Now this is a case of “born to 


‘blush unseen,” for these little ponds are often 


down in the silent woods where faw appreci- 
ative people go—only one individual occa- 
sionally, who has the real Audubon love of 
such things. 

No, sir, there is no possible danger with 
us—with me, at least—reviving any sectional 
feeling. Peace is proclaimed and I have 
ceased firing some time ago. 

Now, in our discussion of snakes ang fats 
and mice and birds, you have shunted the 
point of my proposition. I did not think a 
snake—a big, stinking, chicken snake, even 
(you know they will emit a horrible, sicken- 
ing smell when struck), would kill a big rat. 
Mrs. Smith’s testimony settles this, however 
My point is that all snakes kill birds and 
lizards and toads and tree frogs, all of which 
are insect destroyers. That the snakes did 
thereby an hundredfold more harm than the 
good they could possibly do swallowed they 
ever sO many mice and rats. That the pre-

H. M. Stanley, commissioner of com- 
merce and labor, has returned from 
Dublin, where he attended the Twelfth 
District fair. Mr. Stanley states that 
the fair was a tremendous success in 
every way. On Friday there were 
10,000 paid admissions, and on the day 
previous the admissions were but few 
less. The attendance all of the week 
was good and the exhibtis splendid. 

“I have seen state fairs no better 
than the one in Dublin,” said Mr. Stan- 
ley. “The live stock exhibit would have 
been a credit to any fair, and all of the 
other exhibits were very good.” 

In speaking of the prosperity seen in 
Ilaurens, Mr. Stanley said that it was 
simply marvelous. The cotton crop of 
the county last year, including the seed, 
amounted to $4,000,000 in round num- 
bers. This year, with the increased 
price of cotton and the increased yield, 
Which will be from 12,000 to 5,000 
bales more than were raised in the 
county last year, the crop, including 
the seed, is worth more than $8,000,000.

END NOW IN SIGHT 
TO COAL SHORTAGE, 
DECLARES KENNEDY 


Atlanta’s coal shortage is gradually 
clearing up and in a short while there 
will be plenty of coal to supply even 
the demands of the coldest of weather, 
in the opinion of Henry Kennedy, coal 
administrator for the city of Atlanta. 

Mr. Kennedy bases his opinion upon 
the statement of an Atlanta coal ex- 
pert, employed by one of the largest 
concerns in the city, who has just re- 
turned from an inspection of the coal 
districts of Alabama, Tennessee and 
Kentucky. By November 15, the expert 
says, the normal ghipments will be 
coming south, as the northwestern con- 
tracts which have taken the ouput 
of the mines of late, will be through. 

A great deal of interest is being 
manifested in the meeting of the Geor- 
gia fuel administration advisory com- 
mittee, which convenes at the Hotel 
Dempsey, in Macon, tomorrow. Dr. L. 
G. Hardman, state fuel administrator, 
has wired all members of the commit- 
tee, as well as city and county admin- 
istrators, to attend the meeting, at 
which two representatives from the 
Washington bureau will be present to 
assist in the organization of the state 
committee. 

Already the situation in Atlanta is 
steadily improving. Dealers are de- 
livering coal in divers quantities 
throughout the city, and while the sup- 
ply is small, an equal distribution 
among the Atlanta homes will insure 
all from suffering from the cold. For 
this reason Atlantans are urged to buy 
caol in small quantities for the present, 
for if an attempt is made by those 
using large amounts to put in a win- 
ter stock, others are bound to suffer 
as a result, and Atlanta will face ‘a 
coal famine. 

When the government coal prices 
xo into effect it will lower prices in 
Atlanta. There is a slight variance in 
some dealers’ prices, as they are based 
on the profits in 1915. The averaga 
prices now in effect are:

' Planning Equitable 
Division of Labor

Lyman S. Alger is in Atlanta repre- 
the public service reserve of 
the department of labor in Washington, 
for the purpose of having selected, on 
indorsement of the governor and the 
state commissioner of labor, a state di- 
rector for the service reserve, who will 
be commissioned by Director Edwin E. 
Hall, of Washington. The purpose of 
the work in Georgia, as it is in other 
states, or will be, is to co-ordinate the 
labor shortage, or demand and supply, 
in such a way as to bring about an 
equitable distribution that will keep 
the running throughout the 
country the wheels of all industrial en- 
terprises. 

“It is a pretty big job fora pretty big 
man,’ he said, ‘and the man will have 
to be big enough to do his bit for his 
country for the sake of patriotism. We 
want volunteers from whom the best 
available man may be selected, recom- 
mended to Washington by the governor 
and Mr. Stanley. I shall be here 
throughout Wednesday at the Piedmont 
hotel and will ask that those people-—— 
big men in the state—who will be will- 
ing to undertake this work in the gen- 
eral interest of their country communi- 
cate with me, either in person or by 
wire, tomorrow.” 

This government, Mr. Alger says, has 
worked out a system, based largely on 
the system used in England for record- 
ing every working man and woman in 
the country; his or her present employ- 
ment or non-employment, address, ca- 
pacity and availability. These records 
are doubly classified and are used to 
supply information to enterprises and 
industrires which make call for help on 
the federal department in Washington. 

Mr. Alger describes the work this 
way: 

“The United States public service re- 
serve is the offcial national organiza- 
tion of adult males who desire to find 
their place for effective service for the 
country in the war emergency, and to 
make it easy for the government to lo-
